A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teieplione interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wananting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1,2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademarit Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarit Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Inten/iew Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative agreed to amend the claims to recite 
language, such as, "typical insemination dosage of unsorted sperm" in order to obviate the 1 12 second paragraph 
rejection and aspects of the 112 first paragraph rejection. Applicant's representative clarified the distinction between 
the sorting rates in Rens (i.e., the rates of making a droplet/sampling rates) and the claimed rates of separation of 
sperm. Discussed filing a 131 Declaration to establish the unexpected results achieved with the present invention - i.e., 
the ability to sort sperm at rates of at least 1200 separations per second and obtaining fertilization success rates of at 
least 35% of that achieved with a typical insemination dosage of unsorted sperm. With respect to claims 177-179, 
Applicants noted that these claims were not limited with respect to the rate of sorting, but that the claims required the 
use of a sheath fluid that contains HEPES buffered medium (1 77), a collection container of at least 1 5 millimeters 
(claim 178), and a collection container having stream matched physical characteristics (179). Applicants indicated that 
they would file additional arguments regarding the nonobviousness of the use of these particular embodiments in the 
claimed method of sex -sorting sperm . 
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
